The Fort Erie Live Racing 
Consortium (FELRC) and 
other parties involved with 
saving a season in 2013 at 
the racetrack can't release 
details about how much 
funding the provincial gov¬ 
ernment is pitching in. 

But the most important 
detail to some, that there 
will me a meet beginning at 
the end of May, is what 
everyone in attendance at a 
press conference last 
Thursday came to hear. 

All three members of the 
Ontario Horse Racing 
Industry transition panel 
were at the event, along with 
FELRC chief executive offi¬ 
cer Jim Thibert, Niagara 
Falls member of provincial 
parliament Kim Craitor, Fort 
Erie Mayor Doug Martin and 
other officials involved with 
the 117-year-old border

It was announced on 
Tuesday that the Ontario 
government and Premier 
Kathleen Wynne had found 
transitional funding to save 
the racetrack and during 
Thursday's media confer¬ 
ence, Hubert explained that 
details about how much 
money would be forwarded 
to the facility for a 2013 sea¬ 
son could not be elaborated 

A total of 50 race dates 
have been applied for 
through the Ontario Racing 
Commission, which the 
FELRC expects will equate 


to about eight races per day 
with a daily purse structure 
of about $11,100. 

Thibert addressed the 
crowd by thanking everyone 
who depends on the Fort 
Erie Racetrack for their live¬ 
lihood for being so patient, 
as the last few months had 
been plagued with uncer¬ 
tainty when it comes to the 
upcoming season and 
beyond. 

"Our horsepeople have 
been under great stress since 
last fall," said Thibert. 

He said everyone who 
played a role in finding a 
solution, while addressing 
the need to incorporate the 
industry into the Ontario 
Lottery and Gaming 


Corporation (OLG)'s mod¬ 
ernization strategy has 
worked tirelessly since the 
process began. 

"They have worked so 
hard in getting us to this 
point," said Thibert. 

Last March, the provincial 
government and the OLG 
announced the slots at race¬ 
tracks program would 
become history, removing 
one of the most depended 
upon sources for purse 
structures at the border 

"In one year, we have gone 
from shock and awe to orga¬ 
nizational accountability 
and prospects for rejuvena¬ 
tion," said Thibert. 

Fort Erie's representative 


at the provincial level of gov¬ 
ernment, Kim Craitor, also 
congratulated everyone who 
played a role in bringing this 
news to the track, but espe¬ 
cially the people who know 
their jobs are secure, that 
they would be returning for 
another season. 

"It's a great day," said 
Craitor. 

Three years ago, the gov¬ 
ernment came through with 
funding for 2010-12, along 
with financial contributions 
from the Town of Fort Erie. 

Although this eased the 
mind of many people for 
those three years, the dead¬ 
line for a 2013 season was 
always looming and in the 
back of Craitor's mind, he 
knew it was some¬ 
thing that had to be 
dealt with. 

"Every year that 
went by, I dreaded 
it," said Craitor. 


Knowing that the slots 
program was not as success¬ 
ful as some thought it was, 
but also knowing that the 
non-profit organization 
known as the FELRC had 
seen success since taking 
over in 2010, he was confi¬ 
dent a plan could be put in 
place when the three-year 

That confidence in the 
FELRC and Jim Thibert, 
along with the transition 
panel that began looking 
into methods that could sus¬ 
tain the track and the indus¬ 
try as a whole, proved to be a 
strategy that could find the 
answer, he said. 

"It's an exciting day, that's 
really what counts," said 
Craitor. 

When Mayor Doug Martin 
took the podium, he referred 
to the 'Save the Fort Erie 
Racetrack' button he was 
wearing on his jacket. 


Although he hopes he can 
put it away in a drawer for 
the next few years, if needed 
he will always have it ready 
as a symbol of the the oval's 
importance to the commu- 

"We can keep putting it on 
year after year, to keep the 
track working," said Martin. 

With the FELRC working 
as the only non-profit orga¬ 
nization in Ontario that 
operates a track, along with 
its valuable staff, Martin is 
confident the future can be a 
bright one. 

"We've got the right team 
in place to get things done," 
said Martin. 

The mayor also said that 
the racetrack has an estimat¬ 
ed annual economic impact 
on the area of $151 million. 

"This is a major contribu¬ 
tor to the welfare of the town 
, the region and the prov¬ 
ince," said Martin.

Three former cabinet 
ministers with affiliations 
to different political parties 
entered the role they were 
given last year with the 
same mindset. 

The Ontario Horse Racing 
Industry transition panel 
consisting of Liberal John 
Wilkinson, Conservative 
John Snobelen and NDP 
Elmer Buchanan attended 
last Thursday's media event 
at the Fort Erie Racetrack 
and said the formula they 
used while working toward 
a solution for the sport of 
kings in Ontario was an 
easy one... make every 
attempt they can to agree 
with any idea put on the 
table. 

"We decided we would 
do everything by agreeing," 
said John Wilkinson at the 

The panel was appointed 
byTedMcMeekin, Ontario's 
minister of agriculture, 
food and rural affairs. 

Wilkinson and the other 
panel members all feel that 
the biggest crutch the 
industry relied on for a 
number years, was revenue 
generated by the slots-at- 
racetrack program, which 
came to an end last year 
with closures in Fort Erie, 
Windsor and Sarnia. 

He said in the past there 
wasn't enough account¬ 
ability and transparency in 
the horse racing industry 
and expects that under a 
new strategy, this will 


change by putting the cus¬ 
tomer first. 

"Many tracks have lost 
focus on their customer," 
said Wilkinson. 

Although the amount of 
funding being handed 
down to the Fort Erie 
Racetrack to save the 2013 
season cannot be disclosed 
until agreements with other 
tracks are finalized, he said 
it would be nearly impossi¬ 
ble for tracks to survive 
without financial assis- 

Snobelen sympathized 
with people who earn a liv¬ 
ing in the industry for all 


the uncertainty they deal 
with almost every year. 

"We know the horse-peo¬ 
ple carry that burden with 
them," he said. 

Snobelen said everyone 
involved with the local bor¬ 
der oval's file, before it was

announced last week it 
would survive for another 
year, were glad to be a part 
of the solution. 

"They understand the 
historic significance of the 


Fort Erie Racetrack," he 

He also stressed how vital 
it is for racetracks to keep 
the many loyal bettors and 
fans they've served for so 
many years, but to also find 
new methods that will 
cause more people to visit 

"Our focus should be 
building and re-building 
the fan base," he said. 

Elmer Buchanan con¬ 
gratulated Fort Erie for 
pulling together as a com¬ 


munity and never losing 
hope that the racetrack still 
had more life left in it. 

"Without that community 
support, we wouldn't be 
standing here today," said 
Buchanan. 

Echoing what Snobelen 
said about rejuvenating the 
fan base, Buchanan said 
that should be the primary 
focus for the immediate 

"That's where the future 
lies, getting people back in 
the stands."

Film will raise 
awareness about 
serious condition

In this day and age, a cel¬ 
lular device is a staple in 
most people's lives. 

It's the first thing they 
reach for in the morning 
when they roll out of bed. 

It's the last possession 
they use, other than a tooth¬ 
brush, before calling it a 

But for Crystal Beach resi¬ 
dent Lucy Sanford, using a 
cellular device is a night¬ 
mare and that's why she 
does her best to not go any¬ 
where near them. 

She suffers from electro¬ 
hypersensitivity, a condition 
in which an individual devel¬ 
ops symptoms when exposed 
to non-ionizing radiation 
from electromagnetic fields 
such as high energy radio 
waves and microwaves, Just 

On Apr. 13, at the Boutique 
Movie Theatre in Ridgeway, 
Sanford is hosting an event 
that will be considered the 
Canadian premiere of a doc¬ 
umentary on this subject, 
called 'Resonance: Beings of 
Frequency.' 

It is a free event and will 
also involve a question and 
answer period with Dr. 
Magda Havas, associate pro¬ 
fessor of environmental and 
resource studies at Trent 
University, where she teach¬ 
es and does research on the 
biological effects of environ- 


Sanford is excited to bring 
this film to the Greater Fort 
Erie area because many peo¬ 
ple shrug off the idea of 
being harmed by electro¬ 
magnetic waves, as if it's 
something that doesn't have 
any impact on them. 

"It's important because 
the radiation is ubiquitous. 
It's hard to escape. I've had 
people say to me that they're 
OK because they don't use a 
cell phone. But what a lot of 
people don't realize is that 


there are many common 
sources throughout our 
homes and offices that can 
affect us and our children," 
said Sanford who didn't pin¬ 
point her condition until 
about three years ago, after 
about 15 years of not feeling 
well but not being able to 
identify what was wrong. 

"It's very scary stuff 
because you don't know 
what's going on," she said. 

There are dozens of symp¬ 
toms that many sufferers 
may find affecting them, 
including headaches and 
dizziness, memory loss, pain 
or pressure in the chest, 
deteriorating vision, diges¬ 
tive problems and many 

Dr. Havas, who will be one 
of the speakers at the film 
event in Ridgeway, com¬ 
pared people's perceptions 
of electromagnetic pollution 
to misconceptions about 
tobacco use from many years 
ago. 

"Those who enjoy using 
smart phones and their com¬ 
puters on wi-fi would like to 
think that their exposure if 
insignificant because they 
enjoy using their technolo¬ 
gy. Just as smokers initially 
felt that tobacco couldn't 
harm them. The problem is 
both the smart phone user 
and the smoker have become 
addicted," said Havas. 

She said bringing the doc¬ 
umentary audiences is cru¬ 
cial because it opens up their 
eyes and ears to a serious 
condition that is too often 
ignored. 

"Films like this are critical 
to bringing awareness and 
understanding to the public 
about an environmental pol¬ 
lutant that is probably going 
to be much more harmful 
than cigarette smoking and 
asbestos combined, simply 
because of the number of 
people exposed globally," 
said Havas. 

The first screening of the 
film takes place at 4 p.m.

Easter season raises 
many questions 


Dear Editor, 

This week’s holiday season 
of Passover, Good Friday and 
Easter is always a sign of 
spring, and new hope for a 
season of growing. 

While scratching away the 
dead leaves that accumulate 
over winter I find underneath 
delicate plants—crocuses 
and snowdrops—stretching 
for sunlight. 

The changing seasons 
have a way of confronting me 
with life realities. While 
enjoying the Easter celebra¬ 
tions, I’m also confronted 
with the message of Good 
Friday. 

I've always been an advo¬ 
cate for the theory that in 
order to live well, I need to 
face the reality of my human 
limitation, which is to 
acknowledge that one day I 
will die. 

I have also advocated that 
dealing with the question of 
death is not a morbid issue, 
but rather liberating, and 
allows me to live well. 

In Niagara-on-the-Lake 
our average age is above the 
regional average. More and 
more, we are recognizing life 
well lived deserves a good 
death. 

Most of us shy away from 
the vision of a slow agonizing 
death, hooked up to all kinds 
of machines for life-support. 
We would prefer a life well- 
lived, and celebrated with a 
peaceful death, although we 
applaud various support ser¬ 
vices of palliative care avail¬ 
able to us if and when we 
need them. 

A while back I attended a 
presentation by Dr. Sandra 
Hartman who pointed out 
some of the confusion 
between powers of attorney 
and a living will. 

A power of attorney is a 
legal document, whereas a 
living will is not, she 
explained. 

The reason you may want 
to consider a living will is 
primarily to make your wish¬ 
es known as to how you 
would want to be treated 
should you be in a medical 
crisis and not able to com¬ 


municate those wishes. 

A living will is a means of 
giving direction for family 
caregivers or medical per¬ 
sonnel as to how you would 
like to be treated. However, 
because it is not a legal docu¬ 
ment, your wishes cannot be 
enforced if your family or 
caregivers choose not to 
honour your wishes. 

Power of attorney is an 
important document that 
empowers other people to 
make decisions for you. 

So I believe it's important 
to be proactive in communi- 
catingwith people who might 
be called upon to make deci¬ 
sions for you, should a situa- 

There are various types of 
power of attorney that deal 
with care and financial con¬ 
siderations. It’s best to talk to 
a lawyer to sort these out. 

It is also a good idea to get 
legal counsel with regards to 
a living will, which amounts 
to instructions saying "Here 
is what I would like to have 
happen for my care should I 
not be able to communicate 
my wishes.” 

Dr. Hartman has been 
much appreciated for her 
practice in Palliative Care 
throughout the Niagara 
Region. Even in retirement, 
she continues to advocate for 
active holistic care and early 
planning for people to strive 
for quality of life. 

Through experience she 
has seen families provide 
wholesome, compassionate 
care for a loved one at home. 
She recognizes such com¬ 
mitments are an act of kind¬ 
ness requiring an enormous 
amount of work and sup- 

It’s through this experi¬ 
ence that Dr. Hartman recog¬ 
nizes the value of a living will 
as a means of direction for 
family members and caregiv¬ 
ers, because everyone wants 
to celebrate life with a good 
ending.

A local representative for 
the Canadian Union of 
Postal Workers is worried 
about possible changes 
that may affect the post 
office on iarvis Street. 

According to Jennifer 
Young, the union's presi¬ 
dent for the area, Canada 
Post has compiled a list of 
66 post offices across the 
country that will be under 
review to potentially be re¬ 
adjusted to fit a smaller 
retail model and the Jarvis 
Street location is on that 

"This new model would 
make our post office into 
little more than a hole in 
the wall," said Young. 


She believes this restruc¬ 
turing is a way for Canada 
Post to be more dependent 
on smaller, franchised 
kiosks that are found in 
malls or other retail out¬ 
lets. 

Young will be bring a pre¬ 
sentation to Fort Erie coun¬ 
cil in the coming weeks and 
hopes the union can get 
some much needed sup¬ 
port to maintain the level of 
service currently available 
on Jarvis Street. 

"We think we can stop 
Canada Post from slowly 
killing our post office by 
downsizing and downgrad¬ 
ing, if the public and our 
elected officials make their 
voices heard," said Young. 

She feels the best way to 
ensure the post office stays 
open is to maintain the cur¬ 


rent level of service and not 
subtract from what is avail¬ 
able. The proposed changes 
would result in only one 
point-of-sale register and 
all products such as stamps 
and envelopes would be 
sold from behind the coun- 

"Our best guarantee of 
keeping our post office is 
keeping the work," said 

"That means not dividing 
up the work and revenue 
with a franchise, which is 
what will happen if our post 
office is scaled back. Long 
line-ups will force the pub¬ 
lic to use the franchise here

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Fellow politicians and colleagues remember Peter Kormos

Fiery and off the cuff, his 
were the speeches that could 
rivet Kim Craitor. 

The Niagara Falls Liberal 
MPP couldn’t help but 
admire the passionate but 
never personal oratory of 
former Welland MPP Peter 
Kormos. 

"When he got up to speak, 
I listened to everything,” he 
said of their time serving 
together in the Ontario leg¬ 
islature. 

"I loved listening to him 
speak. I always wish I had 
that talent.” 

Kormos — who was found 
dead in his Welland home 
Saturday, one year into his 
first term on Niagara region¬ 
al council — left a big 
impression on Craitor. He 
said he admired the way 
Kormos put people over 
party and spoke his mind 
without relying on written 

"I have never, in all the 
years I’ve been in politics, 
met anyone who could speak 
without any notes,” Craitor 

“Peter speaks from the 
heart. It isn’t planned.” 

Sometimes, that involved 
putting him on the spot, but 
never in mean spirits. On 
Monday, Craitor recalled 
crossing to the NDP benches 
on one occasion to ask a 
question, only to end up 
seated beside Kormos as he 
railed against a Liberal bill 
— using Craitor as a prop. 

“I’m so proud the Liberal 
member from Niagara Falls 
is sitting right beside me to 
listen to me,”’ Craitorrecalled 
Kormos saying, turning to 
look at him with a verbal jab 
now and then. With the TV 
cameras on him, Craitor said 
he didn’t dare walk away. 

Queen’s Park stalwart Jim 
Bradley, Ontario’s 

Environment Minister, had a 
front-row seat to witness 
Kormos during all his years 
in the legislature. 

"In his early days, he was 
quite flamboyant both in 
terms of the Corvette he 
drove and the boots he 
wore,” recalled the longtime 
St. Catharines MPP. He said 
Kormos moderated his 
image a litde later, but never 
compromised his princi- 


“His language was colour¬ 
ful. He didn’t hesitate to use 
words which were not nor¬ 
mally used in the House. ... 
But that was Peter." 

Not so long ago, Bradley 
said, MPPs were circulating 
a photograph of Kormos 
being arrested in his youth. 
He said some expected 
Kormos to be embarrassed. 

Instead, Kormos found it 
hilarious. 

“People who knew him 
knew he would wear that as 
a badge of honour, not a 
badge of shame.” 

Niagara Falls regional 
Coun. Bart Maves, a 
Progressive Conservative 
MPP from 1995 to 2003, said 
he learned a lesson from 
watching Kormos early in 
his own term. He said he 
went to Welland to open a 
school and gave a fairly basic 

All the while, he said, 
Kormos was eyeing the 
crowd. And when the 
Welland MPP spoke, he 
picked out faces in the audi¬ 
ence and said something 
about each of their parents. 

“You could just see people 
smiling and warming to 
him,” he said. 

“It was a bit of a lesson for 
me to see how he made the 
whole thing personal." 

Maves said he and Kormos 


were political foes at Queen’s 
Park. But when the two sat 
together on regional coun¬ 
cil, he said, they often voted 
together. 

“I think Peter is more anti¬ 
establishment than he is 
socialist," he said. 

“He’s voting with the 
newer guys on council who 
want to change things.” 

For regional Chair Gary 


Burroughs, his first run-in 
with Kormos came in 1992 
when Burroughs’ hotel, the 
Oban Inn, was ravaged by a 
fire. He said when the inn 
was rebuilt he was able to 
hire back all but a few staff, 
with a couple people from 
Welland left out. 

Sure enough, when he 
reopened the Oban, Kormos 
was marching out front. 


"It was just so Peter,” 
Burroughs said. 

Though Kormos ruffled 
feathers on regional council, 
“he often told me he never 
would offend anyone,” 
Burroughs said. “It was 
never personal. And I 


admired that in him. 

“I was looking forward to 
(his council term). Unlike 
some who thought he was 
going to be a challenge, to 
me he had that social con¬ 
science and that determina-
